A letter from John T. Ross, deputy 
minister of education, authorizing a 
ten-mill levy on the outside school 
district and farm lands for both sep- 
arate and public schools was received 


‘and adopted. 


The order received from the Board 
of Public Utility Comissioners, ap- 
proving of the mill rate for 1926, was 
received and filed. 

The demand from the Separate 
school Board for $3,150.00 for its re- 
quirements for 1926 was received and 
the levy will be made. 

The offers of H. C. Fribance and 
R. BE. Schmitz for city property were 
referred to the committee. 

Mrs, Reimer’s application for water 


‘and light connections was referred to 


the committee. 

Building permits were granted the 
Wetaskiwin Produce Co. and Mrs. EB. 
Kadlec. 

The following accounts were passed 
for payment: General $4175.19; Elec- 
tric light, $642.80; Waterworks, $67- 
65, 

It was agreed that the city continue 
the destruction of noxious weeds on 
the casting vote of the mayor . 

The report of Chief of Police King- 
zett for the month of August was re- 
ceived and filed. 

A bylaw levying the mill rate of 42 
mills for both public and separate 
school supporters, with an additional 
1.7 mills as a provincial levy, was 
read three times and finally passed. 

Bylaws respecting the sale of pro- 
perties to Wm. East, Mrs. Johnson 
Sald and Mrs. Elizabeth Knack were 
read three times and finally passed. 

The electric power rates were 
amended and now provide that from 
510 lawh up to 1500 kwh be Ge with 
a minimum of $40.00, and 1501 kwh 
and over be 5%c, with a minimum of 
$90.00. 

Ald. Parker's suggestion to allow 
20% discount to business firms on a 
combined total of power and light ac- 
counts over $50.00 was left to the 
light and water committee to con- 
sider and report at next meeting, 

It was agreed that the cemetery 
receive attention as to cleaning up

D. J. MeCoy will be informed that 
the deal for the Harkness property 
is now cancelled and Supt.

‘REPORT _OF- CROPS 


“Rains: “have coating tovintertera’ 


with harvesting operations through- 
out the entire province since last, re- 
port, although there has been inter- 
mittent warm weather in which cut- 
ting has been done. It is estimated 
that about one-half of the wheat crop 
in the province is now cut. A much 
larger proportion is ready for the 
binder, but progress of harvesting is 
slow due to the periodical rains which 
have been frequent. 

The weather is at present cool and 
showery, and unusually heavy rains 
are occurring in some districts. The 
effect of the precipitation on the un- 
cut grain is not expected to be serious 
and it may result in benefit to the 
later crops, The cut grain may suf. 
fer in quality if warm dry weather 
does not come soon, There has been 
no serious frost to date. 

The prospects remain bright for a 
good yield of wheat. In many dis- 
tricts, yields of from 20 to 30 bushels, 
and even higher, are anticipated, 
while in the lighter districts the 
yields will be as low as seven to 12 
bushels. The average over the pro- 
vinee, it is estimated at the present 
date, will be equally as large if not 
larger than last year, Prospects are 
for heavier yields of oats and barley 
than at first expected, but these 
crops will be lighter than last year 
at best, and much of the oats for 
grain will be cut for green feed, 

The acreages in the various crops 
this years, as arrived at between the 
Dominion and provincial departments, 
are as follows: 

Wheat, 6,276,193 acres; oats, for 
grain, 2,478,494 acres; oats for feed 
1,859,500 acres; barley 518,000 acres; 
rye 180,800, and flax 5,000. Wheat 
shows the greatest increase over last 
year, The figures quoted are prelim: 
inary estimates, and are subject to 
revision when the census figures, talt 
en in June, become available. 

A shortage in harvest help has been 
reported, labor seemingly not being 
available to the extent of former 
years, It is hoped that with the de- 
lay caused by the rains, and with tho 
arrival of later excursions, the situa. 
tion will be remedied.

Finances 

There are many citizens who ex- 
pect to pay their butcher and their 
grocer eyery month, but they think 
that a newspaper subscription _ bill 
can be paid any old time. Some of 
them will let it run for years, if the 
publisher does not cut it off. And if 
it is cut off, they get huffy, and de- 
clare they will never take the paper 
again. 

They feel indignant because doubt 
has been thrown upon their credit. 
They should reflect that the publish- 
er gets no good out of their credit. 
What he needs, to pay his help and 
settle his paper bills, etc. is cash, and 
nothing will take the place of cash. 

This irregularity of income is the 
curse of many newspapers that would 
be in a thriving condition, if they 
could depend upon the same pays 
ments that the drygoods man and the 
shoe store can look to. 

It takes a lot of time and effort to 
collect all the little bills. It usually 
costs more than the bill is worth, to 
collect an overdue subscription ac- 
count, If these accounts could he 
promptly paid, the newspaper people 
could use the more regular income in 
creating new features for their paper, 
adding to its usefulness and interest, 
and making it constantly a greater 
credit to the city of which it is the 
exponent. 

The individual citizen often says 
that he would like to do something 
for his home town, but he has no,par- 
ticular gift for any form of public 
work, so does not know where and 
when to begin. Here is one way in 
which he can begin right now. Let 
him look on his copy of The Times 
and see if his subscription is overdue. 
If it is, let him walk up to the office 
and settle, and take pride in doing 
so, realizing that when he performs 
that simple little act of justice and 
good business, he is helping an agen- 
cy that works every day for the home 
town, to avoid needless burdens and 
expense,

The U.S. National Economic Lea- 
gue, composed of some 4,000 of the 
big business men and economists of 
the United States, last month an- 
nounced the result of a referendum on 
liquor prohibition. Of the 1,904 per- 
son who voted, a large minority fav- 
ored repeal of the amendment, The 
majority desired to give it further 
trial, As to the Volstead law, 30 per 
cent of those \who voted favored its 
total repeal and 22 per cent limited 
themselves to advocating such modi- 
fications of the statute as would per- 
mit the sale of wines and beer of low 
alcoholic content. The Volstead law 
is the act passed by Congress to give 
effect to the eighteenth or liquor 


amendment passed by two-thirds of, 
and added to. 


the state legislatures 


the U.S. constitution, Nine per cent 


of the National Economic League vot-; 


ers favored retaining the Volstead act 
as it is; 34 per cent were in favor of 
reinforcing the act; 22 per cent fav- 
ored modification to allow greater al-| 
coholic contents in beverages; 30 per 
cent favored repeal of the act and 5 
per cent failed to vote. The establish- 
ment of dispensaries or other means 
of providing federal control of sale of 
alcoholic beverages, if the Volstead 
act is modified, found favor with the 
voters. 48 per cent voted “Yes”; 28 
per cent ‘No” and 24 per cent did not 
vote. The sale of alcoholic beverages 
in public drinking places, in event that 
the Volstead act is modified, was op- 
posed by an overwhelming majority, 
but 47 per cent, with 21 per cent not 
voling, would allow sales in hotels 
and restaurants if served with food. 
By a majority vote the council favor- 
ed greater effort and expenditure of 
more money, if necesary, by the gov- 
ernment, for enforcement; the put- 
ting of prohibition officers under the 
civil service rule, and the establish- 
ment of a federal commission to as- 
certain and report facts as to the op- 
eration of the prohibition law. The 
voters were evenly divided on wheth- 
er modification of the Volstead act 
would make enforcement of the pro- 
hibition amendment more difficult. 
746 thought it would and 782 dis- 
agreed with them. The Anheuser- 
Busch. Brewery Co., once the biggest 
brewing concern in the States, now 
devotes its whole plant to the manu- 
facture of legal products. Most dis- 
interested observers ascribe a consid- 
erable measure of U.S. prosperity to 
the prohibitory liquor law, despite 
the cosmopolitan population of most 
of the large cities and the weakness 
of political party administration and 
enforcement of the law, 


LOOKING FOR BARGAINS 


If you go up and down the stores 
of a city and inquire the cost of some 
special quality or grade of product, 
you will often find considerable vari- 
ations in the price. Some concerns 
will not specialize much on that par- 
ticular line and cannot afford to make 
low prices on it. Others will have 
bought a lot of that stuff and will be 
making a special drive to work it off, 

How is the consumer to know 
which stores are selling a given ar: 
ticle at the best figures? He might 
take his time and call around at all 
the stores and inquire. That would 
take a great deal of effort, and few 
people would have patience to do it. 
Probably after they had visited one 
or two stores, they would take the 
next offering made to them, regard- 
less of the fact that if they had kept 
on inquiring they might have done 
better. 

The only practical way for the pub- 
lic to find out what stores sell the 
cheapest on any giyen line of stuff is 
for the stores that have bargains to

Following a slight recession in 
April the production of automobiles 
in Canada continued its upward 
trend in May to reach a new high 
level of 24,934 units, valued at $15,- 
| 761,615. This output compares with 
21,502 units, worth $13,754,390 in 
the previous month.

THE WHEAT POOL AND 


TRADING IN FUTURES 


Grain Reporter, the organ of 

the Chicago Grain Trade, there 
appeared early in August an article 
referring to the delivery of three 
million bushels of wheat on the last 
day of July by the Pool to cover 
sales made on the July option. The 
Central Selling Agency of the Can- 
adian Pools felt at the time that 
the article was not worth much at- 
tention. Recently, however, it has 
appeared as a paid advertisement 
in the form of a news item in prac- 
tically ‘all of the Western Canad- 
ian weekly newspapers, This ad- 
vertisement was sent out by a gen- 
eral advertising agency already set 
up in stereotype plate forms with 
the following instructions to the 
“newspapers: ; 

“Do not add printers’ or ad- 
vertising marks of any kind 
to the plate.” 

In view of this organized effort 
to misrepresent the transaction to 
the farmers of the west, the follow- 
ing facts are hereby given: 

On July 1st the Sales Depart- 
ment of the Canadian Pool knew of 
the existence of a short interest: in 
July wheat. July is the one month 
in the year when there is the Icast 
actual wheat, owned by either the 
grain trade or the farmers, avail- 
able for delivery and when at- 
tempts are most frequently made 
on the part of sneculators to 
squeeze the market. It soon be- 
came evident that an attempt of 
this sort was to be made. The 
Pool had in store a fair quantity 
of No. 3 Northern wheat for whic 
there was no’ immediate export 
sale, in competition with which on 
the world market there was a con- 
siderable quantity of No, 2 Hard 
Winter wheat from the United 
States, which was selling at from 
18 to 32 cents un‘ler Canadian No. 
1 Northern wheat. This attempt at 
a corner soon forced the price of 
July wheat up to a point where the 
Pool felt they should sell some of 
their wheat, especially as they 
were able to sell No, 3 Northern 
wheat at around 10 cents per 
bushel over the price at which No. 
2 Hard Winter wheat was being 
sold. The “long” interests in July 
wheat acted apparently on the as- 
sumption that the Pool would not 
step into the market at this time 
and they were, therefore, naturally 
surprised when, instead of being 
able to foree a cash settlement 
with the “short” interests at the 
close of the month, they were faced 
with the actual delivery of this 
wheat. With the expiration of the 
July option and the pricking of the 
bubble, the men who had attempted 
to squeers the market found them- 
selves with a large quantity of 
wheat on hand which they had 
bought at the inflated July prices 
and which they would now be com- 
pelled to dispose of in competition 
with the American wheat. In the 
meantime the Pool had obtained 
for its members a very good price 
for their wheat. 

The Pool is charged in the article 
referred to with having depressed 
the market by the delivery of this 
wheat, yet, as a matter of fact, No, 
1 Northern wheat*is at the time of 
writing trading slightly above the 
price at which it stood on July 1st. 
The statement is also made that the 
Pool had been throwing wheat on 
the market during the month of 
July in  quantitics which had 
checked advances. This statement 
is also disproved by the actual fig- 
ures. On July 2nd the price was 
$1,49%, on July 31st it was $1.5944 
and the high point reached between 
these dates was $1.62, 

The charge is also made that the 
Pool is speculating in futures con- 
trary to its expressed principles, 
The fact is that the Pool takes ad- 
vantage of every available market 
to dispose of the farmers’ wheat 
and on this Recanan it happened 
that the attempted corner gave the 
Pool an opportunity to sell a quan- 
tity of wheat which they had 
actually at their disposal at a price 
which was temporarily hither than 
other markets offered. The Pool 
was not selling paper wheat with 


fe the Chicago Price Current 


-the object of buying it in again at 


a lower price, which is the method 
of the speculators, but was dis- 
posing of farmers’ grain which 
they had for sale. 

These are the facts of the opera- 
tion and show that the “long” in- 
terests in July wheat lost ont in 
their efforts to rig the Markel for 
their own benefit, while the Pool 
had succeeded in marketing, at a 
very satisfactory price, a large 
quantity of wheat,
